SUBMARINES AND HIDDEN DANGERS 


North Essex Congregational Club Observed Ladies’ Night 
With Free Church and Excellent Papers Were 
Presented—Fine Musical Program

With the light shut out from her for

The above is written with considerable 
regret, because it declines, if.elected, a 
service of very great importance. It is 
more than sixty years since the last 
Constitutional Convention was held in 
Massachusetts. To that convention 
went the picked men in almost every 
case, from all over the state. The 


purely political right enjoyed by some 
men because of their ability to get 
votes was laid aside as a matter of duty, 
in order that the best brains, the keenest 
judgment, the largest measure of ability 
might be applied to the tasks falling 
upon the members of that convention. 
It will be a very serious matter if that 
same spirit does not manifest itself at 
the present time, but  announce- 
ments of candidacies, and claims to the 
right to be elected because the votes are 
possessed, already indicate that a dif-.

Have a regular time 
every day for attending to each need of 
your body. 

4. Exercise every day in the open 


air. Keep your shoulders straight. Do 
not smoke before you are grown up.

ASIA RE-DISCOVERED 


Struggle Between Eastern and Wes- 
tern Civilization Interestingly 
Told by Prof. Hart of Har- 
vard to Phillips Club 


The “Re-discovery of Asia” formed 
the topic of an interesting talk given by 
Professor Albert Bushnell Hart of Har- 
vard University before the Phillips 
Club in the Peabody House last Friday 
night.« Prof. Hart characterized Asia 
as a continent of the past, both in 
civilization and in government. He 
sketched briefly the wonders of archi- 
tecture which past nations of Asia had 
left to wondering mankind. But al- 
though’these nations or many of them 
had long since ceased to exist they had 
left their impress on Western civiliza- 
tion. Some of them had come as 
conquerors to Europe and had formed 
new nations there. Asia had given to 
the world the Christian religion and 
Prof. Hart said that it was well to re- 
member that three Asiatic religions had 
been able to extend themselves over a 
quarter part of the world; Christianity 
and) Mohammedanism in particular. 

Gradual the West assumed control, 
with England, France and Holland 
planting colonies in the south, until 
to-day almost the whole of southern 
Asia from the Persian Gulf to the Paci- 
fic Ocean is in the hands of these pioneers 
with England as the biggest holder. 
Russia’s sphere of influence, however, 
is equally large and Russia has this ad- 
vantage that whereas Englishmen are 
but . birds of passage in colonizing 
India, Russians have gone to Siberia to 
settle there and with such results that 
there is now a nation of 30,000,000 in 
that country as thoroughly Russian 
as their brothers on the western slope of 
the Ural mountains. Russia has also 
extended her influence south and west 
through Persia and Turkestan and is 
surely re-discovering Asia. 

Prof. Hart dwelt at great length on 
the Turks and their occupation for 
five centuries of the fairest spot in 
Europe. He told of their government, 
or rather lack of government, and 
characterized them as a disgrace to 
civilization in being allowed to rule 
over Christian nations while they 
themselves, are in a decided minority. 

Only two real Asiatic nations remain, 
China and Japan. The latter Prof. 
Hart said, was in some ways the greatest 
nation on earth. Homogeneous, speak- 
ing the same language and having the 
same traditions, by their ambitious 
nature they have become a world power. 
They have been called the Yankees of 
the East, but they accept only asmuch 
of Western civilization as they deem 
necessary. Their advance in the last 
thirty years has been rapid and they 
have not only been able to defeat 
Russia and secure a foothold in China, 
but are gradually asserting themselves 
in the control of internal affairs in 
China. 

China, with its centuries of civiliza- 
tion has great possibilities. With 
four hundred millions of people, with 
untold mineral wealth it may yet some 
day awaken from its long sleep and over- 
throw those who now are taking a 
nibble here and slice there of that vast 
country. The Chinese are more de- 
pendable than the Japs and are alive to 
the benefits of the West. These two 
nations, the remnants of Asia, may 
unite and from the union may come 
again a struggle for supremacy between 
Asia and Europe.

Concert at Abbot Academy DOWN THE SUSQUEHANN A 


The first of this year’s concerts at 
Abbot Academy took place last Satur- 
day afternoon. An interesting program 
of works by Beethoven, Mozart, Bach, 
Debussy and Rheinberger was given an 
adequate and satisfying performance. 
The Beethoven string quartet, op. 18, 
No. 6,—graceful perhaps rather than 
grand, for Beethoven,—was played 
with subtlety and finesse by the Hoff- 
mann Quartet. This was followed by 
two piano numbers by Mr. Perabo, the 
Mozart larghetto from the clarinet 
quintet and the Bach chromatic fantasia 
and fugue, both of which were superbly 
played, the quiet Mozart number serv- 
ing as a prelude to the great fantasia 
and fugue. 

Thus far the program had contained 
only music of the older classical school. 
Following this there were two move- 
ments of the quartet by Debussy, one 
of the most effective of modern French 
compositions. The first of the move- 
ments played, written for muted strings 
and based on shifting chromatic har- 
monies, was a typical modern slow 
movement, while the second, with its 
pizzicato effects and its nervous 
rhythms, was a characteristic’ rapid 
movement. 

The concert closed with a return to 
the older style, expressed in the piano 
quartet by Rheinberger, a German com- 
poser who died some ten years ago. Be- 
sides its inherent charm and the unity 
it gave to the program,—in which 
Debussey served to give contrast,—the 
Rheinberger quartet revealed the possi- 
bilities of the combination of piano and 
strings as compared with the quartet 
for strings alone with which the con- 
cert opened. It was the first time in 
many years that a piano quartet has been 
heatd here in Andover. Mr. Perabo, 
who is noted as an ensemble player, 
admirably disclosed the beauties of the 
piano when used in such relation. 
Throughout the concert both ‘“‘the 
Hoffmanns” and Mr. Perabo maintained 
their high reputation. 

The second concert in the series will 
be a song recital by Mrs. Grace Bonner 
Williams, sopranc, Saturday afternoon, 
February 17.

Prof. Moorehead Gave Account of 
Recent Archaeological Expedition 
at Free Church Men’s Club 
Monday night 


Professor Warren K. Moorehead 

told for the first time in public his story 
of the exploring trip down the Sus- 
quehanna River, before the Men’s 
| Club of the Free Church, Tuesday 
night. There was a very gratifying 
attendance in spite of the storm and 
included men from all the churches in 
town. 

The trip down the Susquehanna was 

made last summer in the interests of 
Archaeology and proved to be the hardest 
trip which Prof. Moorehead’s party had 
ever made, due to the thickly settled 
country through which it passed and 
also to the publicity—almost notoriety 
—which the expedition received from 
newspaper men. Opposition from own- 
ers of land was met with from the 
beginning to the end of the trip and in 
one instance, almost open hostility 
while the party was passing through 
the coal regions. 
f Transportation was also difficult on 
account of the rapids and numerous 
} dams and Prof. Moorehead stated that 
they encountered as many as 60 dams 
on this trip. The greater part, however, 
of the river is amidst magnificent 
scenery and the waters except for about 
30 miles through the coal regions are a 
beautiful -blue. He described the 
systematic way in which everything is 
carried out in order to save time and 
also money, and explained the methods 
employed in making camp and in dig- 
ging for specimens. Over 2000 relics 
were secured on the expedition, but 
Prof. Moorehead regretted the inability 
to explore an Indian cemetery, located 
on the property of a Polish woman in 
the coal district. Every inducement was 
offered, but without avail and the one 
place which the party wanted to ex- 
plore had to be left undug. The expedi- 
tion, however, was received in many 
places in a most hospitable manner as 
soon as the nature of their work was 
explained. Prof. Moorehead said the 
results obtained were not up to the 
expectations of the party. It was the 
first time -this section had been ex- 
plored and would likely be the last on 
account of the great difficulties encoun- 
tered. The lecture was profusely illus- 
trated with stereopticon views of the 
expedition.

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BRYAN AGAINST 
OWNERSHIP BY 
THE GOVERNMENT 


Gives Newlands Committee His 
Views on Railroad Control, 


—=- 


COMPETITION PREFERABLE, 


Federal Regulation Should Not Be Al- 
lowed to Exclude Exercise of State 
Authority, He Contends—Thinks Rail- 
road Stocks Should Represent Actual 
Value and Be Stable as Government 
Bonds. 


Washington, Dec. 11.— William J. 
Bryan, who startled the country ten 
years ago by advocating government 
ownership of railroads, appeared be- 
fore the Newlands Joint Committee on 
Interstate Commerce last week in sup- 
port of the claim that the states should 
be allowed to retain authority over the 
regulation of all transportation lines 
within their borders, Mr. Bryan ex- 
plained that he had long regarded gov- 
ernment ownership as jnevitable, but 
only because of railroad opposition to 
‘effective regulation. 
| Against Government Ownership. 

“Personally I cannot say that I de 
‘sire government ownership,” le ex 
plained, “because IT lean to the indi- 
vidual idea rather than to the collee- 
‘tive idea; that is. I believe that gov- 
ernment ownership is desirable only 
where competition is impossible.

this is the only alternative to govern 
ment ownership. Calling attention to 
the ‘restrictions imposed upon the 
transportation Hnes by conflicting state 
laws and regu'ations, to the practical 
cessation of new construction and to the 
impossibility under existing conditions 
of securing the new capital needed for 
extensions and betterments of railway 
facilities, he warned the Congressmen 
that unless they provided a fair and 
reasonable system of regulation that 
would enable the railroads to meet the 
growing needs of the country’s busi- 
ness the national government would 
be compelled to take over the owner- 
ship of the Mnes with all the evils ate 
tendant upom such a system. ; 


Preservation of Competition. 

Mr. Bryan, on the other hand, holds 
that the further extension of federal 
authority over the railroads would be 
a step in the direction of government 
ownership. He advanced the view that 
the centralization of control in’ the 
hands of the national government 
would impose too great a burden upor 
the regulating body, would offer strong 
temptation to railroads to interfere in 
politics and would encourage the gen 
eral movement toward centralization 
of power in the federal government at 
the expense of the states. He said that 
he did not object to consolidations of 
railroad lines so long as they did not 
destroy competition, that he knew of 
no complaint against great railway 
systems because of their size and that 
he believed ,that the preservation of 
competition was the test to be applied 
to all consolidations, 


Regulation of Securities. 
Mr. Bryan declared himself in favor 


! of national regulation of railway stock 


and bond issues. but added that he saw 
no reason why that should exclude the 
states from acting on the same sub- 
ject as to state corporations. “I would 
like to see the stock of a railroad, as 
long as it is in private hands, made as 
substantial and as unvarying” as the 
value of a government bond.” he as- 
serted. 

He suggested that railroad. capitall- 
zation be readjusted to equalize it with 
Actual valuation of the property rep- 
resented, making due allowance for 
equities. and that when Do done 
the reads should be allowéd to earn 
sufficient income to keep their stock 
at par and to create a surplus. The 
latter, he tentatively proposed, might 
be allowed to amount to 25 per cent 
of the capital. 


Railway Earnings Low. 

This subje:t of railroad capitalization 
and the amount of railroad earnings 
received further attention from the 
committee during its recent sessions. 
In answer to questions by Senator 
Cummins, Mr. Thom submitted figures 
showing the net earnings of the roads 
in recent years. These.-figures show 
that during the five years from 1905 
to 1910 the average net earnings were 
6.25 per cent of the net capitalization. 
while for the five years from 1910 to 
1915 the average was only 4.56 per 
rent. The total earnings on_the stock. 
computed by adding to the net oper- 
ating income the income from the se 
curities owned and deducting bond in 
terest, were for 1910, 7.09 per cent: 
for 1911, 6.17 per cent; for, 1912, 4.97 
per cent; for 1913, 5.94 per cent; for 
1914, 4.06 per cent; for 1915, 3.44 per 
cent, thus showing an almost contin 
uous decrease throughout this six year 
period. It was announced that Hal 
jford Erickson, formerly chairman of 
‘the Wisconsin Railroad Commission 
would submit more complete informa: 
tion on this subject to the Committee 
at a later date.

the Seine. The French’ refused the 
offer and it was afterwards made to the 
English, but the end of the Napoleonic 
war led Angland to refuse Fulton’s 
submarine. England maintained that 
submarines were only useful to the 
country having a small or weak navy 
and this has been proved in the present 
war when with her fleet bottled up, 
Germany is using the submarine with 
great effectiveness in destroying ship- 
ping. 

The next step in submarine building 
was taken in 1850 when William 
Bauer, a German, built the forerunner 
of the modern submarine. He was fol- 
lowed by John P. Holland, the real in- 
ventor of the submarine as it is found 
to-day. In 1895 the United States 
called for bids and Holland’s was 
accepted. His boat, however, was not 
built under his supervision and was.a 
failure. In 1898 however, the first 
successful submarine was constructed 
by Holland, 50 feet long with one tor- 
pedo tube. It could rise or diasppear 
in five seconds, but had no periscope. 
Lake, and inventors of foreign countries, 
have improved wonderfully on the sub- 
marine so that it can make long cruises 
and also strike its victim with deadly 
accuracy when the torpedo has been 
dispatched. It has not, however, 
proved itself particularly — effective 
against modern battleships since the 
latter has -been able to defend itself 
with netting and other means of pro- 
tection. 

Judge Charles U. Bell spoke on “‘ Hid- 
den Dangers of Successful Living” and 
emphasized the fact that failure came | 
from a want of conformity to the truth 
in our emotions. He gave many illus- 
trations showing that hidden dangers 
were not so much those that were around 
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us but rather. those within us which 
prevented us from rising to a high plane 
in the appreciation of all that was best, 
and beautiful and noble and true in 
life. He said that no life could be suc- 
cessful unless there is a response to the 
great things in life and religion. 

“Hidden Dangers to Gospel Success” 
was the topic assigned to Rev. E, 
Victor Bigelow, who pictured the good 
ship of Gospel Success making success- 
ful voyages. amcng the peoples of the 
world and promoting international good 
fellowship. Everything appeared lovely. 
Suddenly came up the periscope of a 
submarine and out shot the torpedo 
which sent the good ship of Gospel 
Success beneath the waves. Then 
came the cry of God Strafe England, 
and with it the rending of the good 
fellowship of England and Germany. 
The militarism of Prussia must be 
destroyed and the cry goes up, beside 
which the cry “Carthage must be des- 
troyed”, was a mere whisper. 
The good ship Gospel Success is lost; 
the gospel of Jesus Christ is denounced 
and men say that Christianity is a 
failure. 

But it is not so. True there were 
hidden dangers, hidden because finan- 
ciers had said wars were impossible; 
hidden, because of the finest diplomacy | 
of the mightiest of the crowned heads 
of Europe who styled himself the Angel | 
of Peace—Kaiser William II. Gospel 
Success, however, was not loaded into | 
one cargo. France and England have 
still the spirit of Gospel Success and 
the gospel is not dead. Not even in 
Germany is it dead, for thousands and 
thcusands of men and women are pray- 
ing that the time will come when the 
Gospel will win and peace prevail. 
And a time is coming when a new ship 
of Gospel Success of larger t.mbers, 
and of greater tonnage w.ll again 
carry a bigger cargo of gospel success. 

Mr. Bigelow also spoke of other great 
dangers, aluding to them as the torpedo 
of temptation, the torpedo of avarice, 
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the torpedo of evolution and the tor- 
pedo of Bible criticism. The gospel 
ideals of some great men had been tor- 
pedoed by the explosive theory of evo- 
lution. Mr. Bigelow instanced Huxley, 
Tyndall, Spencer and Darwin among 
others, the latter lamenting that his un- 
remitting labors in science had atrophied 
his Christian sentiments.

VISITING NURSES 


Reports of the Work From Mr. : 
Stackpole, Miss Woodburn, and 
Superintendent Sanborn 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 


The numerous and generous suppor- 
ters of the work of the visiting nurses 
and others interested are entitled to a 
brief report at this time: 


1. The general nursing by Miss 
Abbott is being continued with undi- 
minished efficiency and support. 

2. The Health Exhibit last spring 
was a new departure that seemed to be 
of interest and value to a large number 
of the people of the town. 


3. The directors decided last summer 
to arrange in cooperation with the} 
School Committee, for a School Nurse 
for a period of four months. Miss 
Woodburn, a graduate nurse well known 
in town, was secured. Later statements 


4. The question has been asked why | 
a voluntary association rather than the 
town should pay the salary of the 
School Nurse. In the first place this is 
a temporary arrangement, inasmuch 
as no provision had been made in this 
year’s appropriation of the School Com- 
mittee. Yet the time seemed very | 
favorable for starting the work. Again, | 
it seemed wise to show by actual trial | 
the value of such a move before appeal- 
ing for town support. For the coming 
year the best plan seems to be that of 
cooperation between the Association 
and the town. Every citizen realizes 
that the School Committee is met with 
numerous calls for increased expendi- 
ture. It is hoped, however, that a 
partial town appropriation for the com- 
ing year will meet the approval of the 
Committee and of the citizens in general. 

5. The financial year of the Associa- 
tion closes April first. Thus far the 
gifts have been more numerous than 


ever but in view of larger demands we 


shall need further contributions to the 
amount of $250 cr $300 during the next 
few months in addition to receipts from 
the Christmas seals. This is an appeal 
to those who have not already contribu- 
ted this year. In the past, the work 
has been aided through entertainments 
and gifts by various clubs and organi- 
zations and their interest and aid are 
greatly appreciated. The purchasing 
of Christmas seals is a direct contribu- 
tion. We welcome even the smallest 
gifts for we desire general cooperation. 
6. We believe that efficiency and 
permanence have been better provided 
for under the present form of organiza- 
tion. We hope that your readers will 
bear in mind that it is now the Andover 
Public Health Association. which directs 
and supports the work of the Vis:ting 
Nurse and which is at present largely 
supporting the work of the School 
Nurse.

Statements in further detail 


FROM THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Owing to the infantile paralysis epi- 
demic, an extra amount of precaution 
was taken at the beginning of the | 
school term, but in no case was any | 
suspicion of the disease found. | 

A physical record card is kept of 
every pupil. This card covers a period 
of eight years, an examination to be 
made each year. On this card is re- 
corded age, weight, height, nutrition, 
defects of skin, eye, ear, vision and 
hearing, teeth, tonsils and adenoids, and 
also any lung trouble or heart defect. 
In this way the physical improvement 
or decline is recorded from year to 
year and the individual welfare of the 
pupil followed closely. In addition to 
this, a pupil’s record card is kept of 
illness requiring visits, advice of nurse 
and medical or hospital advice. 


Skin diseases have been found to 
be quite prevalent in the schools, and 


| have been treated and followed up until 


cured. A large percentage of the pupils 
suffer from defective and poorly cared- 
for teeth, and in all such cases treatment 
and instruction are given. Defective 
tonsils and adenoids are frequently 
found, and all cases are followed up as 
carefully as possible. 


The national observance of Tuber- 
culosis Week and especially of Chil- 
dren’s Health Crusade Day on Decem- 
ber 8, was*emphasized in all the schocls 
by short talks on-disease and its origin 
and the best methods of tuberculosis 
prevention. Even the youngest pupils 
were interested and seemed to grasp 
the thought readily. The School 
Nurse was assisted in the work of 
speaking to the pupils by the District 
Nurse.

FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


At the end of eight weeks there has 
heen some opportunity to cbserve the 
work of the School Nurse and in some 
cases the results of the work. Of 
course, the first duty of the Nurse is to 
look after the personal health of the 
children. She inspects somewhat more 
then 500 children each month, and has 
found some 400 cases which have needed 


her special attention. Of _ these 
some have been cured, and some 
two hundred require continued 
observation. She visits some fifteen 


or twenty homes each week, giving 
advice to the parents in regaid to the 
treatment of children and with the 
parents’ consent treats scme minor 
cases. She has taken three cases to the 
hospital in Lawrence. She is assisting 
the teachers in the eye and ear in- 
spection and looks after and follows 
up all cases of defective vision and 
hearing. Under the direction of the 
School Physician she is looking after 
the pupils who are excluded from 
school on account of contagious dis- 
eases or personal illness. In addition 
to this work she has investigated and 
reported on the condition of the toilets 
in the school houses. She has reported 
on the questions of ventilation and 
sanitary conditions of the rooms and in 
conjunction with the Physical Director, 
is looking after the adjustment of the 
chairs and desks to meet the require- 
ments of the different children and has 
begun the examination and study of 
individual cases for the correction of 
curvatures and incorrect postures. 


During the two months many parents 
have expressed appreciation of her efforts 
while teachers in all the schools have 
cooperated heartily, and as far as I have 
been able to find out, feel that the work 
is extremely profitable and beneficial. 
Many children under her direction, have 
actually improved their physical con- 
dition both in cleanliness and health. 
Many others on her recommendation 
have been treated by their family 
physicians at home. 

Thus far the Nurse has not, as far as 
I know, been met with a single rebuff. 
This is due to her own presonality but 
especially to an appreciation of her work 
on the part of the parents.
